About Pensions. 
Washington Republican. 


In the case of the application for 


pension of the widow and children of 
Private Beverly Dangerfleld, alleged 
to have been killed in the war of the 
rebellion, the commissioner of pen- 
sions rejected the application on the 
ground that the records failed to 
show, and the applicant failed to 
prove the fact, date, or caitee of the 
soldier's death. 
The roll of the 


company to which the soldier be- 
longed showed that he was wounded 
in action on October 27, 18G4, and 
sent to the hospital, and was again 
with the company, which continued 
in service until Sept. 29, 1865. An 
appeal was taken from the decision 
;o the secretary of tho interior. Act- 
ing Secretary Joslyn has just do. 
.ivered an opinion, reversing the de- 
ision and directing the issuance of 


i pension to Danger-field's heirs. 
This opinion, which will be of inter- 
at to a large class of applicants for 
pensions, reviews all the cireumstan 
:es of the case and says: Referring 


the case cited in your report, in 


which it was held by the secretary of 
;he interior that the death of a sol- 
dier cannot be presumed, but must 
je proved in order to entitle his 
widow to pension. I have to state 
that cases arise in which it is 
mpossible to obtain positive proof 
of the soldier's death, but the pre 
sumption of his death from causes 
onnected with his service is so 
strong as to justify the allowance of 
a claim for pension made on behalf 
of his widow, children or dependent 
relatives. When a soldier is reported 
'missing in action" under circum- 
stances which lead to the belief that 
16 was killed in the battle, a claim 
'or pension on his account may prop- 
erly be .allowed. 
When a soldier 


vas captured by the enemy, and all 
.he circumstances lead to the belief 
ihat he^died of disease contracted 
while in captivity, it would be proper- 
n the execution of the pension law 
;o act upon the presumption of his 
death. * * * The presumption 
if common law that a person who 
las been absent for seven years is 
lead may properly be accepted un- 
ler the pension law; and if when 
ast heard from a soldier was suffer - 
ng from serious disease contracted 
T injury received in the line of duty 
b may be presumed that his death 
•ccnrred from such cause if there is 
nothing in the circumstances of tho 
use to rebut such presumption.

Mohair Growing in America. 


G'fttaiffo Brmla 's (.lautte. 


During a recent walk through the 


largest woolen mill in the neighbor- 
hood of Philadelphia, the writer was 
surprised to find a large pile of bales 
filled with mohair. Upon inquiry, 
the fact was elicited that already con- 
siderable machinery is running upon 
fabric= composed of mohair, the ma- 
jority of which is imported. 
This 


fact is especially interesting to those 
who have heard the absence of n 
market for mohair quoted as ;.n ar- 
gument against the profitable culture 
of Angora goats in tho United States. 
This hair, though going into several 
other fabrics, is principally employed 
in the manufacture of plashes,"for 
covering tho seats of railroad cars — 
an industry juat now attempted in 
this country. 
Tho proprietor of the 


mill above referred to admitted tho 
superiority of the American mohair, 
and emphasized his conclusions bv 
comparing samples of foreign 
and 


domestic product. With a fair mar- 
ket for their llecces—as reliable as 
that of wool-within ready reach, 
there seems no reason why'tho cul- 
ture of Angora goats should not take 
its place beside that of tho hitherto 
more popular and profitable farm, 
animals.

more. The average Eepublican vote 
in the city is 1032— that for the 
Democratic candidates about 900.

THE Herald has a good deal to 


say about a "black list" that was al- 
leged to exist here during the war. 
Probably the young man remembers 
something about such a thing; we 
never heard of it before. 


THE enthusiastic Democrats who 


are already naming presidents and 
vice presidents for 1884, ought to re- 
member that the nest election is two 
years off yet, and before it comes off 
a Democratic house of representa- 
tives will have held its first session, 
" with all that that implies." 


THE defeat of Col. Marsh in the 


Eleventh district by Wm. H. Neece, 
a second rate lawyer of Hancock 
county, is mainly attributable to the 
bitter fight made for the nomination, 
the effects of which could not be 
healed. It was in all respects the 
most bitterly contested fight in the 
State.

THE supposition that the Pennsyl- 


vania legislature that was elected 
last Tuesday, and which has a dem- 
ocratic majority, will choose Don 
Cameron's successor in the United 
States senate, is a mistake. Camer- 
on's term will not expire until 18S5, 
and tho legislature to be elected two 
years hence will, it is hoped, elect in 
his place a good republican. 


IT looks now as if Illinois is the 


banner Republican state. It has 
elected a Republican state ticket,and 
a legislature that will elect a Repub- 
lican to the United States senate. It 


very gratifying to know that 


amidst the general disaster the Illi- 
nois Republicans succeeded in saving 
something from the wreck. 


A GOOD many Republican counties 


in Illinois suffered Democratic county 
officers to be elected on Tuesday, but 
there were others in which the tables 
were turned the other way. In tho 
Democratic county of Edgar the Re- 
publicans made a clean sweep, elect- 
ing their whole ticket. In Clark and 
Marion—both Democratic heretofore 
—the Republicans carriod off a por- 


.ion of tho honors, and in other hith- 
erto strongholds of the Bourbons 
here were similar results.

The Republi- 
cans will be compelled to take uuch u man 
as Sherman, the only man I know of that 
stalwarts, halt-breeds, reformers, and civil 
service gentlemen can all unite on, a sol- 
dier, a statesman, prompt and ready for 
business.

MAOON THE BANNER COUNTY. 


Tho roturiis from tho various coun- 


ties of Illinois come in slowly, but 
thoy ari) uniform enough in charac- 
ter to give nso to tho belief that the 
Republicans of tho state have not 
tlono their duty. 
Republican coun- 


ties report decreased majorities, and 
in many instances have gone over to 
the other bide, while the Democratic 
counties roll up majorities larger 
than usual. 


Without stopping to discuss the 


causes which have led to this polit- 
ical somersault, it is gratifying to 
know that the Republicans of Macon 
county have probably surpassed those 
of every other county in the state in 
their devotion and fealty.

havo increased their majority on the 
state ticket nearly a hundred, have

The man who haa once been ad- 


dicted to politics finds it hard to re 
form and break the fetters that bind 
him. He makes a resolve, in his 
mind, that never again will he touch 
the fatal politics, and he goes alono- 
for months without thinking of irT- 
dulging, but in an unguarded mo- 
ment, after the campaign opens, he 
thinks of something that can be 
played on the opposition, and he 
takes the first step, and then he goes 
down, until election day he is ped- 
dling tickets like an old stager, at 
night he is around hearing the re- 
turns, at midnight he is whooping it 
up with the boys, and at 3 a. m. he 
goes up stuirs at home on his all 
fours, his hat overwhelmed by a good 
majority, his head as uncertain and 
wavering as tho chances of his party, 
his tongue as thick as opposition 
votes, and his breath as strong as 
the atmosphere in a malt house. He 
has lied to his wife about haying to 
go to the lodge to give some high 
degree to Masons from the country. 
and when she smells his breath she 
knows how high the degrees are, and 
it all comes over her in a second— 
not the breath, but the idea—that he 
has fallen from his high estate and 
again sunken in the mire of politics. 
After election and his party is beaten, 
as usual, ho swears upon a stack of 
bricks, in his hat, that he will touch 
not, taste not, handle not the intoxi- 
cating and demoralizing politic, but 
he lies, and he knows it. What the 
country wants is a society for re- 
forming men who are addicted to 
politics, a society where ho can go 
when he feels the old appetite com- 
ing on, and have his thoughts turned 
to a different channel. 
Ho is weak, 


and ho wants his brothers and sisters 
to take him by the hand, and partic- 
ularly the sisters, and brace him up, 
and make him strong against tho 
enemy. 
When he feels like taking n 


hand in a campaign, where he knows 
he will surely fail, and come out with 
the smell of kerosene and beer on his 
garment, and cheese on his breath, 
he wants to feel the strong arm of 
the society around his waist, and 
hear the members singing songs of 
Zion instead of hurrahing for some- 
body for justice of the peace. 
But 


if such a society were formed for tho 
politicians, just about the time it got 
tho converts strong enough to walk 
alone, the confounded, society would 
nominate a ticket of its own and go 
into the campaign making more

It js a good thing for the republi- 


can party, looking at it from the 
mere partisan standpoint, that the 
democrats will have such a large ma- 
jority in the nest congress that they 
will be responsible to the country toe 
the legislation. Their majority in 
the next house will reach fifty or 
sixty, as is already assured, which 
places the composition of the stand- 
ing committees in the hands of their 
speaker, and it is probable tbat they 
will gain United States senators 
enough before the forty-eighth con- 
gress begins to give them the control 
of that body also. 
They will then 


have it in their power to give the 
country an exhibition of practical 
statesmanship, to reform some of the 
alleged abuses that have grown up 
under republican rule, and to inaugu- 
rate those schemes of retrenchment 
and economy which they have so long 
promised. 


We have little faith in democratic 


promises, and less in democratic pol- 
icies. It is not forgotten that they 
had control of both the senate and 
the house during a portion of the 
Hayes administration, and the coun- 
try has not yet forgotten the poor 
use to which they put their power. 
They undertook to starve the gov- 
ernment to death, just as their south- 
ern friends undertook to shoot it to 
death in Mr. Lincoln's day, and were 
only prevented by the patriotic efforts 
of the republican party. Their ma- 
jority in the next congress will proTO 
to be an elephant on their hands, and 
it remains to be seen what they will 
do with it. 


Their first and longest Hession will 


precede the election of tho next pres- 
ident, and that is always a critical 
period for the party which is in the 
ascendency. 
They will bo compelled 


to show their hand, and to give the 
country a foreshadowing of what they 
would do if fully restored to power 
in the federal government 
It is a 


lucky thing for the people that there 
is still a republican president in the 
executive office, who can exercise tha 
veto power, and that the democrats 
have not a two-thirds majority in tha 
senate. 


The republican party needed a lit-

A STRIKING illustration of the mar- 


velous financial resourcos of this 
country exists in tho fact that in 
three years since October, 1879, more 
than $400,000,000 of tho Govern- 
ment debt has been paid besides the 
interest on a billion and a half; and 
in the meantime -over twenty-four 
thousand miles of railroad have been 
built in the United States at u cost 
of $000,000,000 in round numbers, 
and nearly all with homo capital. 
Since July ]st, of this year, tho pub- 
lic debt has been reduced by the ro 
dernption 
of Government bonds, 


which were payable but not due, at 
the rate of 115,100,000 per month. 
The tax-payers of this Nation are 
paying about $180,000,000 a yciar 
more than is required to defray the 
current expenses of the Government 
and the interest of the National debt, 
and yet Congress at its last session 
refused to reduce tho taxes. 
Will 


the Democratic Congress elect, when 
they take the reins of power, act 
wiser in this matter than their pre- 
decessors? We shall seo what we 
sec.—Springfield Post.
